IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  pursuant  to  the  “  Certified  Seed- 
potato  Act,”  has  been  pleased  to  constitute 
the  following  described  lands — namely,  all 
that  part  of  Kootenay  Land  District  more  par¬ 
ticularly  described  as  follows:  Commencing 
at  the  south-east  corner  of  Sub-lot  1  of  Lot 
2699,  being  a  point  on  the  south  boundary  of 
the  Province;  thence  westerly  along  the  said 
south  boundary  of  the  Province  to  the  south¬ 
west  corner  of  Lot  497 ;  thence  northerly  to 
the  north-west  corner  of  Lot  365;  thence  east¬ 
erly  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  2651; 
thence  northerly  to  the  south-west  corner  of 
Lot  538;  thence  easterly  and  northerly  along 
the  south  and  east  boundaries  of  Lot  538  to 
the  north-west  corner  of  Lot  700;  thence  east¬ 
erly  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  1700; 
thence  north  along  the  east  boundary  of  Lot

Regulations  under  the  “  Certified  Seed- 
potato  Act.” 

1.  The  words  and  expressions  defined  in  sec¬ 
tion  2  of  the  “  Certified  Seed-potato  Act  ”  shall, 
where  used  in  these  regulations,  have  the 
meanings  assigned  to  them  in  the  said  section; 
and  in  addition: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Certified  Seed-potato 
Act,”  being  chapter  72  of  the  British 
Columbia  Statutes  of  1947  and  all 
amendments  thereto: 


«  Member  ”  means  a  member  of  any  Com¬ 
mittee  of  a  seed-potato  conti ol  aiea 
constituted  under  the  Act: 

“  Minister  ”  means  Minister  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  : 

“  Vacancy,”  with  reference  to  the  membei- 
ship  of  any  Committee,  includes  any 
vacancy  about  to  occur  by  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  term  of  any  member. 

2.  Every  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
four  members,  and,  except  as  provided  in  sec¬ 
tion  5  of  the  Act,  three  of  the  members  shall 
be  persons  nominated  or  elected  by  the  owners 
of  land  in  the  seed-potato  control  area  and  one 
person  nominated  by  the  Minister. 

3.  The  members  appointed  under  section  5 
of  the  Act,  other  than  the  nominee  of  the 
Minister,  shall  hold  office  for  the  terms  fixed 
by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  The 
members  first  elected  to  succeed  those  ap¬ 
pointed  under  section  5  of  the  Act  shall  hold 
office  as  follows:  One  for  the  term  ending  with 
the  second  annual  meeting  next  following  the 
constitution  of  the  seed-potato  control  area ; 
one  for  the  term  ending  with  the  third  annual 
meeting  next  following  the  constitution  of  the 
seed-potato  control  area ;  and  one  for  the 
term  ending  with  the  fourth  annual  meeting- 
next  following  the  constitution  of  the  seed- 
potato  control  area.  The  candidate  for  mem¬ 
bership  on  the  Committee  receiving  the  great¬ 
est  number  of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  the 
longest  term;  the  candidate  receiving  the 
second  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  hold 
office  for  the  second  longest  term;  and  the 
candidate  receiving  the  third  greatest  number 
of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  the  shortest  term. 

4.  With  the  exception  of  any  member  ap¬ 
pointed  under  section  5  of  the  Act  and  any  of 
the  immediate  successors  to  those  appointed, 
and  any  member  nominated  by  the  Minister, 
and  any  member  appointed  to  succeed  a  mem¬ 
ber  who  has  resigned  or  died,  every  member 
shall  hold  office  from  the  time  of  his  appoint¬ 
ment  until  the  third  annual  meeting  next  fol¬ 
lowing. 

5.  The  Committee  of  every  seed-potato  con¬ 
trol  area  shall,  in  the  month  of  January  next 
following  the  constitution  of  the  seed-potato 
control  area  and  in  the  month  of  January  in 
each  year  thereafter,  call  a  meeting  of  the 
owners  of  land  in  the  seed-potato  control  area 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  member  or  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  to  fill  any  vacancies  in 
the  membership  of  the  Committee,  and  for  the 
transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  be 
necessary. 

6.  Ten  days’  notice  of  the  date,  time,  and 
place  of  every  general  meeting  shall  be  posted 
in  three  conspicuous  places  within  the  seed- 
potato  control  area. 

7.  The  owners  present  at  any  general  meet¬ 
ing  at  the  time  stated  in  the  notice  shall 
choose  a  chairman  for  the  meeting,  who  shall 
decide  all  questions  of  order  and  shall  call  for 
nominations  of  candidates  for  membership  on 
the  Committee. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  nominated  as  a  candi¬ 
date  if  he  refuses  to  accept  the  nomination. 

9.  If  at,  the  first  election  no  more  candidates 
are  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  fill, 
the  persons  nominated  shall  be  deemed  elected 
as  members,  and  the  owners  present  shall  de¬ 
cide  by  vote  the  respective  terms  of  office  of 
the  members  so  elected. 

19.  If  more  candidates  are  nominated  than 
are  required  to  fill  the  vacancies,  the  chairman 
shell!,  with  the  consent  of  the  majority  of 
owneis  present,  declare  when  nominations  are 
closed  and  shall  then  proceed  to  take  the 
votes  of  the  owners  as  to  the  candidates  to  be 
elected. 

11.  In  the  event  ot  a  tied  vote  the  chairman 
shall  call  for  another  vote  on  the  candidates 
who  are  tied. 
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12.  In  the  event  of  any  delay  oi’  irregularity 
occurring  in  the  conduct  of  any  general  meet¬ 
ing  or  of  any  doubt  arising  as  to  the  validity 
of  any  election  of  any  member  or  members  of 
any  Committee,  the  matter  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Minister  for  decision,  and  his  decision 
shall  be  final. 

13.  The  Minister  or  Committee  may  at  any 
time  order  the  holding  of  a  special  general 
meeting  for  any  purpose. 

14.  Every  Committee  shall  prepare  and  re¬ 
vise  from  time  to  time  a  “  register  of  owners,” 
in  which  shall  be  kept  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  persons  owning  land  in  the  seed-potato 
control  area. 

15.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings  at  any  general  meeting 
after  the  first  general  meeting  unless  his  name 
is  entered  in  the  register  of  owners  as  an 
owner,  or  unless  he  satisfies  the  chairman  of 
the  general  meeting  that  he  is  duly  qualified 
to  have  his  name  so  entered. 

1G.  The  Committee  may  meet  together  for 
the  dispatch  of  business,  adjourn,  and  other¬ 
wise  regulate  their  meetings  as  they  think  fit. 
Three  members  of  the  Committee  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  ap¬ 
point  from  among  their  members  a  chairman 
and  secretary-treasurer  who  shall  carry  out 
the  ordinary  duties  of  such  offices.  Questions 
arising  at  any  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes.  In  case  of 
an  equality  of  votes  the  chairman  shall  have 
a  second  or  casting  vote.  Any  member  of  the 
Committee  may,  and  the  secretary-treasurer 
on  the  reauisition  of  a  member  shall,  at  any 
time  summon  a  meeting  of  the  Committee. 
Any  order  or  determination  signed  by  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  shall  be  valid  and  effec¬ 
tive,  whether  signed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee  or  otherwise. 

17.  In  the  event'  of  any  casual  vacancy  in 
the  membership  of  the  Committee  the  remain¬ 
ing  members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute 
the  Committee  unil  the  vacancy  is  filled.  If 
any  member  of  the  Committee  is  absent  from 
the  Province  for  three  months  or  fails  to 
attend  to  his  duties  for  a  like  period,  the  other 
members  of  the  Committee  may  declare  his 
office  vacant.  Any  member  of  the  Committee 
shall  cease  to  hold  office  if  he  is  convicted  of 
any  offence  under  the  Act  or  regulations,  or 
if  by  notice  in  writing  to  the  Committee  he 
resigns  his  office,  or  if  his  office  is  declared 
vacant  in  accordance  with  this  clause.  If  any 
vacancy  occurs  in  the  membership  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  by  reason  of  death  or  through  any 
member  ceasing  to  hold  office  as  aforesaid,  the 
remaining  members  of  the  Committee,  if  con¬ 
stituted  a  quorum,  may,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Minister,  fill  the  vacancy,  and  the  per¬ 
son  so  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  shall  hold 
office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  member 
whose  office  he  fills. 

18.  All  storage  warehouses  for  potatoes 
grown  within  the  seed-potato  control  area 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Committee. 

19.  No  person  shall  plant  any  potato  seec 
within  the  seed-potato  control  area  other  than 
seed  of  the  Foundation,  Foundation  A,  or  Cer¬ 
tified  grades  of  the  varieties  of  Warba  anc 
Netted  Gem. 

20.  All  seed  planted  must  be  obtainec 
through  channels  recommended  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee. 

21.  (a)  All  crops  must  be  rogued  and  dis¬ 
eased  plants  destroyed  and  injurious  insects 
controlled  in  accordance  with  instructions  of 
the  Committee  issued  in  notice  form  to  any 
owner  or  occupier  where  such  actions  are 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Committee. 

( b )  The  notice  referred  to  in  subsection  (a) 
shall  allow  the  owner  or  occupier  at  least  three 
days  from  date  of  delivery  of  the  notice  to  do 
the  things  required  by  the  notice.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
